TERRIBLE BOMBARDMENT.

CHECK JAPANESE. 


The four Japanese divisions engaged in 
the turning movement of the Russian 
right on the l.iao River to-day reached 
Bwanipu. about eleven miles west of 
Mukden, but 
Russian 
reinforcements 
were sent out and checked the advance. 
A Japanese attack on -the positions 
east of Erdagou at 4 .o'clock this morn- 
ing was repulsed. 
Under cover of th« artillery fire and a 
mist the Japanese opened aii infantry at- 
tack on PoutlloU Hill at 7 o'clock this 
morning, but were beaten off by the 
desolating flre of the Russian guns. 
A second attack at noon was similarly 
repulsed, after which the Japanese re- 
sumed the bombardment of the hill with 
siege guns preparatory to making a fresh 
assault.

TOKIO, March 3.—It is reported here 


that the Northwestern Commercial Com- 
pany's steamer Tacoma, bound for Vlad- 
ivostok, was caught in the ice north of 
the Island of Hokkaido on February 15 
and is still held there. It is said that the 
crew at once abandoned the vessel. 
This report cannot be confirmed, owing 
to the danger which naval vessels would 
encounter in the ice fields, which they are 
now avoiding.

The Tacoma sailed from Seattle Janu- 
ary 16 with 2. cargo of beef, ostensibly for 
Shanghai, but it was understood at the 
time that her real destination was Vlad- 
ivostok. 


Urges Them to Rally Round Throne 


A MYSTERY. 
For the past month the whereabouts of 
the Tacoma has been a mystery to the of-1 
flcials of the company; At first reports 
were received that the vessel had been 
captured by the Japanese and was a-t 
Moji. 
Inquiries brought the word that 
the Tacoma was at Mori. Later the gov- 
ernment offiicials at Nagasaki cabled that 
no news of the vessel had been received. 
It has been the opinion of the owners 
of. the Tacoma for the past week that the I 
vessel had been caught in the ice. A ca- * 
blegram received last Saturday 
from 
Nagasaki stated that an unknown vessel 
was enclosed in .big cakes of ice in Sayo 
Straits,, and at that time, it was feared 
the vessel was the Taeoma.. 


CARRIES BEEF CARGO. 


The Tacoma carries a full cargo of salt 
beef, supposedly for the use of the Gear's 
forces in the far east. - The meat was re- 
ceived in Seattle by Northern 
Pacific 
freight cars and loaded aboard the Ta- 
coma at Pier l! She cleared from Seattle 
port for Shanghai, but at the time her 
destination was known. Few vessels have 
been able to make Vladivostok the past 
month and a large numbe'r of tramp' 
steamers carrying supplies for the Rus- 
sians have been captured.

tion Bill was agreed to in the House, which finally passes the measure. 
It has passed the Senate. 


Secretary Edwin Stearns of the Board of Trade was informed con- 


cerning the above dispatch and said: 


"This dispatch means that Oakland Harbor is included in the 


River and Harbor Bill this year to the extent of $250,000. 


"This is the first time that the Government has committed itself 


to project No. 3. • This will give us a total expenditure of $968,203. 


"This $250,000 will be sufficient to deepen the channel to a uniform 


depth of 25 feet at low water from San Francisco bay to Brooklyn 
basin. The balance of the money amounting to over $700,000 will be 
spent on a continuous contract until the entire work is completed. 
Everybody in Oakland should rejoice over the success of the Oakland 
Harbor measure in this bill.

President Jordan Doubts Story of 


the First Poisoning—- 


The Funeral.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, March 


2.—David' Starr Jordan; President of 
the Stanford Unfversity/said today: 


"Mrs. Stanford's mind was perfectly 


clear the .last .time I saw her,-which 
was on the '15th of January, the day 
after the reported 
poisoning in San 
Francisco.' Since that time I have had 
several letters from her in her own 
handwriing, and I defy any one to say 
they are not 
perfectly 
logical and 
clear. 


"The'only time Mrs. Stanford men- 


tioned the reported poisoning was the: 
day after it' occurred, as she came 
down on the train with me. 
"For my part, I do not think she 
drank any poisoned water. . 


"Strychnine might 
have been in- 


troduced into the water • afterward for 
spiteful purposes, 
possihly 
a petty 


quarrel of servans. 
This is only my 
own theory of this matter." 


President Jordan said that Mrs. 


Stanford's death would not have any 
immediate effect in regard to the Uni- 
versity, as she wass fully in harmony 
with the policy of the hoard of .trus- 
tees.

STUBBORN FIGHT 


ONJEFT WING 


SHAKHETTJN, Manchuria. March 3, 


(Wednesday) — A stubborn fight ie waging 
on the left wing. Vigorous attacks of the 
Japanese on the village of Kudaza have 
been repulsed and the Russians main- 
tain their position, thanks .to the inter- 
vention of a relief column which attack- 
ed the Japanese from the west after two 
passes had been occupied. 
This column was hard pressed by the 
Japanese and suffered great losses. 
It 
advanced in detachments to the neigh- 
borhood of Ubonupusa and was attacked 
thrice during the night, at 11 midnight 
and 3 a. m., but repulsed ail the Japanese 
onslaughts. 
To the westward the Japanese made .1 
night attack on Kutal Pass. Some of the 
assaults were repulsed but at 9 a. m. the 
Russian advance guard vacated two otii- 
works which had been destroyed ay the 
Japanese artillery and retired to asljac^-nt 
and better fortified positions. 
The Japanese attacked Nanshanpu m 
Shandiensan district 'at C a. m., but were 
repulsed. 


USE BIG GUNS 


TOKIO, March 2.— The following- re- 


port has been received from the head- 
quarters of the Manchurian antiles: 


• "Our force in . the direction of Shin 
Chtn after occupying Tslnkhetchen 
is 
now pursuing the enemy to the north- 
ward. - We captured large quantities of 
provisions at Tsinkhetcben. 


"Our 
force in. the direction of Peiathu 
is gradually dislodging the enemy from 
this position thirteen .miles to the north- 
east of that place and from another posi- 
tion seven miles to the north-west. 
"On March 2 we pressed the enemy to 
the northward of the Shakhe River and 
our 
force 
occupied 
Sunmupaotzu 
and 
Tlaochienhutun. 
Sunmupaotuzu is three 
miles north of "Waitao Mountain. 
"The enemy has many field and heavy 
guns on either side of the railroad, here- 
tofore unused, with which he is now 
shelling us."

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Roosevelt and the Railroads 


The best explanation of the obstruction offered in the Senate to the 


President's policy of bringing the railroads under government control 
is given in the following extract from a New-York ilettter.to the Boston 
Herald: . 


"Men of wealth, the heads of large corporations and of other in- 


stitutions, like Mr. Roosevelt no more and no less than they liked him 
before his nomination last year. 
The thought is forcing itself upon 


them, however, that now there is no conservative party. The over- 
whelming defeat,of Judge Parker has apparently/advanced the cause of 
Socialism among all politicians. ' The Senate is'the-last'defense of all 
property rights, as such rights were once regarded, whereas once its 
main, characteristic, atJeast.of the Republican side of it,-was-its-advo- 
cacy of predatory privileges. It is an evil defender, and it must rely 
for its retention of power on its elaborate and costly machine. It-has 
at its command abundant money, and will continue to have so long as 
money is all-powerful, but the Republican politicians ;who rhake up the 
bulk of the aggressive party are'as'fadical as "Mr.'Roosevelt aiidas Mr. 
'Bryan. There is no party now to conserve anything. This is the 
belief of the money interests, and, therefore, the Senate will .not yield 
to Mr. Roosevelt until it finds that further opposition will destroy its 
machine." 


' The Senate will make 'a grave mistake1 if it resolves itself into a 


mere obstacle against legislation for which the whole country is clam- 
oring, and which every fresh development more abundantly justifies. 
It is plain to even the casual observer that the people are with Mr; 
Roosevelt in this matter with remarkable unanimity and enthusiasm, 
They are-not actuated by a'spirit of "hostility to'the railroads so much 
as they are convinced of the necessity for rate regulation' and control 
by an authority which cannot be used to further ulterior ends. The 
people believe the President is right, nojr because they hate the rail- 
roads and desire to injure them, but because they believe the adoption 
of the President's ideas will be a good thing for the country an'd not a 
bad thing for the railroads. 


Mr. Roosevelt is not a radical; he is not an enemy to corporations 


in general or railroads in particular, and he has not advanced any new 
or alarming theory. He is simply trying to enforce the provisions of 
the Inter-State Cgmmerce law in the spirit that prompted its enactment,- 
and is urging further legislation to vindicate the principles underlying 
the law. He is opposed by men who have been wilfully violating the law 
for years,-and who are contesting not the constitutionality of the law 
but its enforcement. • This opposition is endeavoring to create the im- 
pression that the President is venturing on new and untried ground 
and is experimenting- with strange and doubtful theories. 


No such thing. The President is standing by the spirit and let- 


ter of a law enacted by Congress eighteen years ago and. upheld since 
by various decisions of the United States Supreme Court. The 'contest, 
therefore, is to resolve whether the Government or the railroads is the 
stronger. 
It is to decide whether the Government is or'is not power- 


less to enforce, its own mandates. 


On this question there can be.no .middle ground; and, as'we said 


before, the people are with the President through thick and thin. 


Mr. Young Corbett is now fully prepared to certify that Mr. Batt- 


ling Nelson is all that his name implies. 


The lion and the lamb have laid down together in Fresno—that is, 


the Republican and the Democrat have united in support of the same, 
candidate for Mayor.

Failure of Attempt to Reconsider 


Vote Regarding Responsibility 


For M'Kowen's Perfidy. 


(Special to THE TRIBUNE.) 


SACRAMENTO, March 3.—The Senate 


has taken another turn at the report of 
the special committee • which recommend- 
ed'the taking of'steps to secure reim- 
bursement of the state for the defalcation 
of ex-Secretajy McKowen of the Regents 
of the University of California on the 
ground that the theft -was due 'to the al- 
leged lax methods of the Regents in the 
management of their trust. 
The Senate refused to reconsider the 
amendment censuring the Regents but 
(ailed to adopt the report as amended. 


LUKENS SPEAKS. 


The-subject was introduced by Senator 
Lukens, who called up his motion to re- 
consider the \'otes whereby the Curtin 
amendment to the recommendations of 
the special committee to investigate the 
financial methods employed by the Re- 
gents of the University of California was 
adopted and the committee report was re- 
fused adoption. 


He spoke briefly in explanation of the

anew of the whole matter in its true rela- 
tions so far as what is due by the Senate 
to a special committee of .investigation 
appointed by it and what is due to a 
great public instiution and the adminis- 
tration of it at the hands of the Sen- 
ate branch of the Legislature. 


POSSIBLE RIDICULE. 


He spoke briefly 
upon the 
existing 
method of accounting and referred to the 
unfailing care and success, not only of 
the present treasurer of the Board of 
Regents but of his predecessors in that 
Important office of trust and responsibil- 
ity. He then called the attention of the 
Senate to the possible ridicule it would 
bring upon itself if it persisted in the at- 
titude previously exhibited to this ques- 
tion and report of the committee and its 
recommendations thereupon. 
He called 
attention to the fact that no one had, for 
the moment, disputed that the recom- 
mendations in the report of the committee 
strictly and accurately followed the find- 
Ings of fact contained in the committee's 
report. He repeated his regrets, individ- 
ually entertained, that a. full and com- 
plete transcript of the evidence had not 
been made and Hied among the records of 
the Senate. 


RECOGNIZE FINDINGS. 


If the evidence upon which the commit- 
tee based Its report was before the Sen- 
ate, 
then, he said, whether warrantably 
or not the Senate could preserve the ap- 
pearances of reasonableness by rejecting 
the findings of the committee as unsup- 
ported by the evidence, but In the present

"The charge," continued Senator Car- 
ter, "is a serious one, but the Sena- 
tor from Santa Clara'(Shortridge) has 
tried to treat it with ridicule.. But he 
cannot, In that way. express the sen- 
timent of the people. 
REPORT BASED ON TESTIMONY. 
"The committee was appointed by the 


Senate for the purpose of examining 
Into the financial methods of the Un<- 
verslty. 
Tha members .went to the 


University for the purpose of perform- 
ing Its duty. It took the testimony 
of the Regents and also of President 
Wheeler. 
They furnished the testi- 


mony on which we have based our re- 
port. "We have gone fully into this mat- 
ter and - have given you our findings 
and we ask you,; if under the circum- 
stances, the committee could consci- 
entiously bring in any other report. By 
these findings, we are led to believe 
that the Regents were' not as careful 
in their management of the affairs of 
the University as they would have been 
in their own business. 


KEEPING THINGS QUIET. 


"We have had much trouble in this 


matter because of the efforts made by 
many people.to keep things quiet. 
I 


am sure that if it had not been for this 
committee, the public would probably 
never know what the amount of'defal- 
cation was. 
There was 
an attempt 


made to hush the matter up, and even 
In Alameda county, where the offense 
was committed, where McKowen stole 
J51.000, he was sentenced for only 5 
years, when a man who had stolen only 
a loaf of bread, would have been given 
a sentence of perhaps fifteen years. 


NEARLY $100,000. 


"There is a spirit o£ carelessness or 


a desire .in some places to condone the 
offense. 
It is time, however, for the 


University 
of 
California 
to 
show 
whether $51,000 in one instance and 
$40,000 in another because of the mis- 
take of an official, making nearly $100,- 
000 were lost through negligence; I 
do not think the people will say that 
this is a subject to ridicule. 


OPEN TO CRITICISM, 


"I say that, while I have the highest 


regard for every Regent of the Uni- 
versity and the highest regard" because

EVIDENCE OF HIGH CHARACTER. 
The Senator said he had spoken of their 
being no evidence before the Senate, but 
that this was only true so far as It related 
to the evidence taken by the committee. 
He reminded the Senate referring to the 
speech of the Senator from 
Calaveras 
(Ralston), made yesterday, that 
there 
was evidence of a high character before 
the Senate absolutely • and unqualifiedly 
supporting the findings oC fact of the 
committee and thereby its recommenda- 
tions also. 
He reminded the Senate tehat Senator 
Ralston had. unequivocably, declared the 
fact to be that different members of the 
Board of Regents had long.previously de- 
clared to him that there had ben a want 
of due diligence on the part of the Board 
and that they recognized their responsi- 
bility under the circumstances. He said 
this statement of the Senator from Cala- 
veras indisputably required the Senate, 
In order to vindicate its allegiance 
to 
truth and reason, to support the special 
findings of the committee und adopt the 
recommendations of its report. 


NO PERSONAL ANIMUS. 


He disclaimed any personal animus or 
feeling in the matter and clearly vindi- 
cated the justness of the position taken 
bv the committee and those members' ot 
the Senate who had shown by their votes 
upon the. report that they believed In tne 
propriety of the committee's report. 
SENATOR SHORTRIDGE SMILES

LIBERAL PRIVATE DONATIONS^ 
"It has been a matter of history that

such a sum of money to be again sto- 
len.'

It Is 
to be deplored that this'matter should 
come up but It cannot be helped. We 
could not do -anything else."

This report has gone to 
the State and you cannot-cover It up.

AMENDMENT RECONSIDERATION. 


The question of reconsidering: the 
vote by which the amendment striking 
out thp censure of the Regents in the 
original report was then put to the 
Senate and was lost by a vote of 2.3 
in the negative to 7 in the affirmative. 


CARTER .OFFENDED. 


Senator Carter here arose 
with a 


tremor in his .voice, said: 
* 
"So long as I am a member of this 


body, while an institution is superior 
to the State—" 


There was quite an amount of noise 


and excitement in tile chamber and 
while Senator Carter was speaking, his 
voice was almost drowned by the in- 
creasing hammering of the gavel on the 
table by the chair. 
The chair then annuunced that the. 
question would be the reconsideration 
of the vote by which the committee 
report was not adopted. 


Senator Shortridge moved that the 
matter be indefinitely postponed. 


Senator Lukens raised the point of 
order that a motion to 
indefinitely 


postpone a motion to reconsider was 
not permissible. 


The chair ruled that the Senate by a 
majority vote could indefinitely 'post- 
pone a motion to reconsider. 


SENATOR CARTER'S THREAT. 
Senator Carter then arose and said: 
"I do like to be consistent. I have al- 


ways tried to be consistent. Seeing the 
hopelessness of this effort, I want to 
say that, so long as any institution of 
California is higher than the State and 
not accountable to it and to the people, 
so long as I am a member of this body, 
I shall never vote a dollar for the sup- 
port of an institution of that char- 
acter." 


Senator Carter's statement created a 
sensation in the 
chamber. 
Senator 
Shortridge declared it was out of or- 
der, but Senator Carter declared vhe 
matter was in the hands of the people 
and the Senate could accept or reject 
the report as it saw fit. 


RECONSIDERATION LOST. 


The roll was then called on the re- 


consideration of the report which was 
not adopted two days ago, and the mo- 
tion was lost by a vote of 14 ayes to 18 
nays. 


Senator Pendleton was excused from 
voting because, as he said, two years 
ago, he was a member of the Board of 
Reg-ents.

FANCY POLES 
WIN. 


•Senator Simpson made an earnest 


fight today against the passage in the 
Senate of the Stan ton bill .which pro- 
vides for the fancy illumination of 
streets after the manner in 
which 
street work is done under the pro- 
visions of the Vrooman Act 
He held 
that while it was proposed to do this 
under the provisions which generally 
obtain in the improvement of streets, 
at the same time, it was not a neces- 
sity after the manner of the grading, 
curbing and paving of thoroughfares 
and, for that reason, it would be un- 
just to pass the bill which -would en- 
able a man's property to be taken 
away from him. The 'bill was special- 
ly sought by Los Angeles. 
The Southern people in the Senate, 


however, had already pledged them- 
selves to support the measure and,- as 
a 
consequence, carried its measure 


against Senator Simpson's able oppo- 
sition. 


AVOIDING EXPENSE. 


The Assembly has adopted the fea- 


ture of the proposed constitutional 
amendment by Assemblyman Stanton 
which limits the expense of attaches 
of the Legislature to $450 a day. 


Assemblyman Drew offered a radical 


amendment which found favor with 
the House and was adopted ,by a large 
majority. 
This amendment provides 


that, after the Legislature has been In 
session thirty days, it may adjourn for 
not more than ten days. During, this 
recess, the committees of both Houses 
are to. visit the various public insti- 
tutions of the State.' 
The instrument also requires, the 
State transportation companies to fur- 
nish transportation free to those com- 
mittees.

Assemblyman Walsh Leads House 


in Defeating Measure Which 
Would Injure Honest Toilers. 


[Special to THE TRIBUNE.] 
: 


SACRAMENTO, March 3—A lively de- 


bate . was precipitated in the House by 
Assemblyman Walsh of Alameda county 
when he brought lip for. reconsideration 
a bill which had for- its purpose the per- 
mitting in this State of the sale of goods 
manufactured wholly or in part by con- 
vict labor. 


The law at present makes it a misde- 


meanor to sell convict-made goods in this 
State other than jute manufactured by 
convicts. 


The bill which came -up for discussion 


passed the Assembly a few evenings ago; 
and Mr. Walsh immediately gave notice 
that he would move for a reconsideration. 


CONVICT 
COMPETITION. 


He said, in the course of his speech 
today, that the bill. If it became -a law! 
would result in great injury to Ihe me- 
chanical and laboring element by per- 
mitting convict labor to enter Into com- 
petition with free labor. The bill, he said, 
was introduced ostensibly to permit the 
sale 'of granite by State, prison authori- 
ties, but was so groad in its scope that 
it allowed the Board of Prison Directors 
to employ convicts at any and all kinds 
of work. 


WITHOUT LIMITS. 
There was nothing in the bill, said Mr. 
Walsh, that would prevent the establish- 
ment in the State prisons of a clothms 
factory, of a broom factory, of a furni- 
ture factory, or any other branch of em- 
ployment' 
Assemblymen McGowan, Duryea, Dev-' 
lin, Beckett and others supported Mr. 
Walsh In his motion to reconsider. 
Assemblyman McKenney, the author of 
the bill, and Assemblymen Amerfge and 
Olmstead defended the measure as a 


necessity on the score 'that the convicts 
must be employed. . 
. 
The motion to reconsider tne passage of 
the bill was finally carried. 
Then Assemblyman Drew endeavored 
to amend the bill by permitting convict- 
manufactured goods to be supplied . to 
public institutions In this state, but Mr. 
Walsh, spoke strongly against the pro- 
posed, amendment and defeated it by a 
decisive vote. 
Finally a vote was. taken on the final 
passage of the bill. and again the pro- 
ponents of the measure met defeat, so 
that the proposed legislation is finally 
killed. 
' 
. 


THE 
BILL. 


' The provision of the objectionable bill 
was as follows: 
"Section 679a. 1. Ifstu.ll be unlawful 
for any person to sell, expose for sale, or 
offer for sale within this State any article, 
or articles, manufactured wholly or In 
part by convict or other prison labor, ex- 
cept such articles as are manufactured by 
convict or other prison labor within the 
State of California." 
The proposed amendment read as fol- 
lows: 
"Provided that nothing in this act shall 
be construed to prevent the manufacture 
of any article for the public institutions 
of the State." • - 
The vote of the Alameda county dele- 
gation on the amendment was as follows: 
Aye—Espcy, StrobridEc. Waste—3. 
Nay—Bates. Burke, Walsh—3. 
Absent—Bliss. 
The vote on the passage of the main 
bill was as follows: 
Aye—Espey. Waste—2.

by Assemblyman Vogel who had Intro- 
duced' a till, prepared by Rufus Jen- 
nings of the State Promotion Commit- 
tee. 
The green was intended to rep- 


resent the fields of the State and the 
gold its sunlight and precious mineral 
wealth. 
A few days ago Vogel consented, to 
have his bill amended by substitut- 
ing "blue" for "green," thus making 
the combination colors .of the State 
"blue and gold" the same as Is now 
known in connection with the Univer- 
sity of California^ " " " . ' . 
Assemblyman Waste was at-the head 


of the movement to make the proposed 
change. He was satisfied that blue and 
gold would appeal to-the friends and 


graduates of the University of Cali- 
fornia In both Houses. 
Publicity was given to this proposed 


change In the columns of THE TRIB- 
UNE, and there the matter attracted 
the attention of Rufus Jennings. 
The latter gentleman 
immediately 
wrote. Assemblyman 
Vogel 
to the 


effect that he would not consent to the 
substitution of blue for green in the 
State colors, for the reason that green 
and gold represented both fields and 
products.

They conveyed an Idea which could 
not be suggested by any other color. 
Vogel has been governed in his man- 
agement of the bill by Jennings' sug- 
gestion and says the original bill must 
now pass or go down to defeat.

will not favor Its amendment.

DIGGING DEEP INTO SECRETS 


OF BEET SUGAR. 


Agricultural Department of Uni= 


varsity flakes Investigation 


of Great Importance. 


BERKELEY. March 3.—Investigations 


as to the Influence of environment on the 
composition of the sugar beet are being 
carried by the Agricultural department of 
the university in co-operation with the 
bureau of chemistry, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, and embraces 
the effect of latitude, sunshine, tempera- 
ture and irrigation on the quality of the 
beet for sugar purposes. These experi- 
ments are now in their third season on 
the Pomona tract, and will be concluded 
this season./ Two preliminary 
reports 


have already been printed by the bureau 
of chemistry including the work done in 
California. 
Considerable work has also been done 
upon the relation of the available water 
in the soli to the so-called "California 
beet blight," supplementing observations 
already made in Colorado. 
While many 
data have been secured indicating a close 
'relation between the amount of available 
water in the sbil and the . trouble indi- 
cated, yet the investigation has not cov- 
ered a sufficiently wide field for definite 
conclusions. During the past season the

against beet sugar la both household and 
commercial 
canning 
and 
preserving 
operations. 
Considerable i'ruit of differ- 
ent kinds, Including cherries, plums, apri- 
cots, peaches and pears, were ca.nned 
both as in the liouSniolil and as In the 
commercial canning practice, in co-opera- 
tion with a number of canning companies, 
using- both beet and can sugar side by 
side. 
Suffice It to say that It was con- 


clusively shown that the prejudice is^ ill- 
founded, 
n.s there was 
no appreciable 


difference shown in the goods thus pre- 
pared. 
A bulletin setting forth the re- 
sults of these experiments will soon be 
prepared. 


In 1904 and 1905 a series of experiments 
was conducted having in view the appli- 
cation of centrifugal force to the extrac- 
tion of olive oil, by which, the time and 
labor involved in extracting by pressure 
could be reduced. This was really a trial 
of a method which was recommended in 
an Algerian publication. 
The results of 
these trials, together with a discussion 
of the technique of .olive oil making, and 
the application of the centrifugal machine 
for demargarizing of oils showing a ten-, 
dency for certain fats to crysallize out,' 
have been previously issued. 
There seems -to be a demand for a 
bulletin on the culture of the beet in the 
light e* the best experience in California. 
The -a'^e difference In climatic and soil 
conditions in the several areas devoted 
to beet culture 
In the State renders 
necessary a separate treatment for each 
area, and work has been under way to 
ascertain the actual conditions o-bout Ox- 
nard, with a. view of setting forth the 
results of the very best practice in that 
area. 
Together with this it has been 
possible to make quite'an extended study 
of the effect of alkali on the beet in that 
area, which will ha've quite wide applica- 
tion. 
Experiments arc also under way at 


Ox-nard for the present season in the 
development of a more alkali-resistant 
beet seed than that, importated 
from 
Europe, with the hope that a seed better 
adapted to the' West-Amercan condltio'ns 
may be developed. 
From the mother 


beets now planted at Oxnard it is pro- 
posed to select such as are of the desired 
shape, size and sugar content, to deter- 
mine the strength of the alkali in the 
>-oil producing them, and to transplant 
them to the Chino experiment tract into 
equally strong or stronger alkali condi- 
tions than those In which the beets are 
now growing. 
By making this selection 


from the beets now growing at Oxnard, 
It will be possible for us to gain a year 
in the investigation.
